LEO HOWARD BYENE, ONE OF THE VIC- 
TIMS, FILES THE ACTION. 


Similer Proceedings With the Other 
Chiidren as Piaintiffs May Follow— 
Copy of the Petition Filed To-Day— 
The Whitewashinz the Principal Re- 
ceived at the Hands of the School 
Boara Committee Does Not End His 
Troubles. 


The Teachers’ Committee of the School 
Board saw fit toexonerate Prof. William C. 
Goodiett of the Lincoln school for 
his Outrageous action in having three 
little school boys arrested fora mischievous 
prank, but the teacher’s troubles are not 
over yet. This afternoon in behalf of one of 
the humiliated boys, Leo Howard Byrne, 
Judge John A. Talty entered suit in the Cir- 
cult Court for $10,000 damages against Prof.

Louls, the ée- 
fendant wroagfully and unlawfully caused plaintiff 
to be arrested and restrained of his liberty, taken in 
the custody of police officers in a police petrol wagon 
through the streets of said city, in the broad light 
of day, along distance tothe Four Courts, where 
he was detained and restrained of his liberty for a 
long period of time in the common jail, or whieb is 
commonly known as, and called, the ‘*holdover,’’ 
the same being, thes end there, used for the keep- 
ing and imprisonment of the lowest and most de- 
graded as wellasthe most dangerous and vicious 
criminals—all witheut probable cause. 

Plaintiff further states that by reason of the prem- 
ises aforesaid he sustained serious injury to his 
nervous system, that be was greatiy terrified, be- 
came wounded, sick, sore and lame, and suffered, 
and still suffers, great anguist and pain of miud ana 
body; that he was humiliated and brought into 
public shame and disgrace to his damage in the

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IN THE COURTS 


Coxey’s Law-Breaking May Be a 
National Question. 


But Justice Miller Looks Upon Him 
asia Common Offender. 


THE CAPITOL GROUNDS ACT, THE JUDGE 
HOLDS CONSTITUTIONAL. 


And the Leader of the Commonweal Must 
Answer for Ite Violation—A Striking 
Array of Legal Talent at the Trial To- 
Day—Senstor Allen Appears in Behalf 
of the Prisoners—No Spectal Trial Al- 
lowed— The Marchers on Washington. 


WasnhincTorn, D. C., May 4—Jacod 8. 
Coxey and his lieutenants, Carl Browne and 
Christopher Columbns Jones, were star at- 
tractions in the District Police Court to-day, 
where they were arraigned for violation of 
the Oapitol grounds act on May 3% The 
court-room was filled with spectators, Popu- 
list members of Congress constituting a 
nota ble part of the assemblage. Attorneys 
Hyman and Lipscomb appeared for the de- 
fendants in the preliminary proceedings, 
and raised the issue of constitu- 
tionality of the law under which their 
Clients were arrested. The point was argued 
at considerable length by Senator Allen of 
Nebraska. Congress, he said, had no power 
to confer upon the Vice-President and the 
Speaker of the House the right to suspend 
enforcement of the act, any more than it had 
the right to confer the power upon the Czar 
of all the Russias. He denounced the courts 
for assuming legislative functions. 
This case, the Senator 
would assume a national importance. 
He quoted Magna Charta and American 
Revolutionary history and declared that the 
arrest of the defendants implied a denial of 
the rights of peaceable assemblage and pe- 
tition. Those rights were implied in the 
constitution as regarded every spot in the 
District of Columbia just as much as in Call- 
fornia, Texas or Florida. Judge Miller, after 
the arguments closed, overraled the objec- 
tions of counsel for the defense to the infor- 
mation, the judge holding that the Capitol 
grounds act was constitutional. He also 
denied Coxey a special trial. 

THE POLICE PANIC-STRICKEN,. 

Now that people have had time to look 
back over the riotous scene in front of the 
Capitol last Tuesday the police come in for a 
large share of condemnation for the part 
they played. The officers were certainly 


laboring under great excitement and con- 
ducted themselves as if 9 had never been 
used to duty of any sort. bey. clubbed in- 
offensive spectators and Officers on horse- 
back dashed recklessly into crowds of women 
and children.

Chief Object 


WASHINGTON, D. O., May 4.—Senator Vest 
to- qay offered amendments to the tariff in- 
come tax bill providing for a change in the 
income tax feature of the bill. It does not 
change the tax of 2 per cent nor the amount 
at which incomes should be subject to tax, 
leaving it at $4,000 and upwards, 

The object of the amendments ts to relieve 
individual investors in corporations of the 
charge where their net incomes do not ex- 
ceed $4,000, but to have the profits of the 
corporations taxed. 

It is also proposed to eliminate the inquisi- 
torial features of the income tax. Instead of 
compelling the individual to exhibit his 
books and papers, the assessor may estimate 
the amount of income, and the person so as- 
sessed may appear and prove that he has 
been assessed too high, if such is the case. 

The changes in detall are secs. 59, 60 and 61 
stricken out, and these sections substituted 
therefor:

1 FRANK MACKIN, A yORE- 
MAN AT THE PREITENTIARY. 


Prison—During the Past Few Months 
He Had Feigned Insanity—Came Near 
Killing a Deputy Last Night. 

Jerrenson Orrr, Mo., May 4.—Jake Brown, 


alias John Coleman anda half dozen names, 
was hanged in the jail here this morning at 


a foreman in the penetentiary. 

The condemned man said his right name 
was John Coleman and that he was born 
near Memphis,Tenn., about forty years ago. 
He served fourtermsinthe Missouri Pen- 
itentiary. He had pretended to be crazy 
for the last few months. 

Brown’s last night on earth was a tur- 
intone, At 12 o’clock the guards at- 
pted to get him out of bis cell, but he 

‘barricaded the door, and only after a six- 
inch nose of water was turned on him was he 
subdued. Even then, as he came out of his 
cell, he ck right and left, slightly injur- 
ing his attendants. 

He died game, only regretting ‘that he 
eould not see bis mother. The rope was the 
one used to hang Turlington. The ministers 
ofthe city gave him priestly consé@lation. 
Nev. Brooks, Gotored, baptized him this 
morning in the Methodist faith. Rev. J. T. 
M. Johnston talked and prayed with him on 
the scaffold. 

On the 8a of August, 1892, within the walls 
of the penitentiary, Brown committed a 
gavage and brutal murder. He, with other 


prisoners, was under charge of Foreman 
Francis Mackin in the employ of the 
Strauss Saddlery Co. Mackin re- 
ported Brown, as was his duty, for 
an infringement of prison rules, and 
this so angered the man that he determined 
to kill hig foreman. Waiting till Mackin’s 


back was turned, he rushed upon him and 
cut, slashed and stabbed with his big, sharp 
shoe leather knife until or Mackin was lit- 
erally cut all to pieces. or did Brown de- 


sist until forced back from his 
victim by anotber convict and 
a uard. Hut assistance came two 


late, Mackin was as good as dead then, and 
expired shortly after in the prison hospital, 
rown wastriedatthe December term of 
court, resulting in a hung jury. He was 
again tried at the following May term, and 
this time sentenced to be hung. His lawyers 
took the case to the Supreme Oourt, but 
that tribunal affirmed the judgment. Twice 
was he respited, the last time for the pur- 
eee of inquiring into is sanity. On last 
rday a jury declared him sane, and the 
Governor, after hearing all the evidence, 
and to-day he 
paid the penalty of his crime with his life.

TRIAL. 


Gov. Johnson Victorious—Telegraphers’ 
Headquarters May Come to St. Louis. 


Gov. Chas, P. Johnson returned this morn- 
ing from Cedar Rapids, Io., where he had 
been employed as defending counsel in the 
case of Grand Master D. G. Ramsay of the 
Order of Rallway Telegraphers, ontrialon a 
charge of unlawful interference with tele- 
graphic wires during the telegrapbers’ 
strike, some months ago. Ramsay was yes- 
terday acquitted by the jury before whom 
the case was tried, following an eloquent 


speech by Gov. Johnson, andthe scene fol- 
lowing the acquittal was remarkable in the 
2 — enthusiasm shown over the verdict. 
ee the case this morning, Gov. 
Johnson said: 
The vital point of the prosecution of 
Ramsay was that the two railroads making 
the fight were understood to be attacking 
the orderof Railway Telegrapbers through 
its chief, and for this reason the case excited 
widespread attention. There was certainly 
no effort spared to convict Ramsay of tne 
charae made against him. A corps of de- 
tectives had been employed by the railroads 
to get up evidence in the case, six lawyers 
were engaged in the prosecution, and the 
trial, lasting ten days, was a hard fight from 
beginning to end. Ii think the verdict is one 
upon which the public is to be congratulated, 
as it is a just decision ina case where there 
was a great deal more at stake than ap- 
peared on the surface. My client was most 
warmly congratulated on his acquittal, and 
the popular expression of satisfaction at the 
finding of the jury in the case was unusually 
pronounced. 
‘*Ithink one of the immediate effects of 


Ramsay’s acquittal will be something of a 
boom in the order of which he is chie The 
Railway Jelegraphers’ organization is now 


20,000 strong, and this vindication of Its chief 
is bound to have a beneficial effect in 
strengthening the order itself. 

Another development following the trial 
is that the headquarters of the Order of Rall- 
way Telegraphers is likely to be established 
in St. Louis in the near future. It has been 
definitely Gecided to move from Vinton, Io., 
and the location ofthe headquarters is now 
wavering between st. Louis and Chicago, 
Chief Ramsay himself is in favor of &t. Louis, 
and I think this city will fnally be selected, 
Ramsay’s choice of st. Louis likely arises 
from the fact that he was for some years a 
resident of East St. Louls.’

The B. P. I. Gives a Fublic Hearing on 
Proposed Street Imprevements. 

The Board of Public Improvements met 
this morning at 10 o'clock and gave a public 
hearing to all parties interested in the im- 
provement of parts of thirty-five streets, as 
advertised.

Wheat Apparently Badly Oversola— May 
Corn Working the Shortse—Bugs in the 
Creps—Bulls in the Market. 


Oats were the highest priced cereal there 
is just now m the st. Louis market. No. 2 
oats were 2c above No. 2 corn to-day, and 
relatively over 18c per bushel above No. 2 
red wheat, considering the difference in 
weight between oats and wheat to the 
bushel. The st. Louls cash oat market 
was also “the highest in the 
country, being 50 above Chicago, 
without counting the freighy differential that 
favors St. Louls from the West. This state 
of affairs was done to the bidding up of No 2 
oats by a party short of May here and who 
wished to attract oats to thismarket. He 
opened with a bid of 36c for No 2 regular and 
subsequently bid sene. and a sale was 
made on track at toe. All grades 
were higher, though not up as much as No. 2. 
Receipts have been very light of oats for 
some time and the stock on hand is now only 
5,800 bu, of which 1,900bu isNo2. The May 
option sold at 86c and later s7c was did. The 
shortage in this month is supposed to do 
small, but the shorts do not like the idea of 
being in that shape with no ‘‘corner rule’’ in 
force here now. 

Wheat gave every evidence to-ddy that it 
was badly oversold, in this market atany 
rate. Apparently it has been a ‘‘cinch’’ to 
sell wheat short, as with une crop prospects 
and heavy supplies in sight at home and 
a broad, and the foreign markets stagnant 
and depressed, domestic markets have 
also been surrounded with the dis- 
trust arising from last year's finan- 
cial embarrasments, continued dull condi- 
tions of trade, unsettling political legisla- 
tion, labor troubles, and, at the last, threat 
ened large exports of gold. Under ordinary 
conditions these were enough to badly de- 
press prices. But prices were already badly 
depressed, and at the lowest prices on 
record everybody was short wheat 


a sure thing. Here is where it 
is in a nut-shell. The market is 
sold to a standstill, and the shorts do not 
care or dare to sellany more. Shorts have 
been waiting for some one else or something 
of an extremely depressing nature to smash 
the market tor them, but this some one or 
something does not materialize. Apparaent- 
ly Chicago is in the same oversold condition. 
This morning, without a particularly bullish 
factor insight Chicago started upward and 
all markets followed. After they had worked 
up some in value the bull influences began to 
come into sight. There were large clear- 
ances from the seaboard, reports of chinch 
bug damage and a booming oat market. Ev 
idence of a deal working lin Chicago May 
wheatand the belief that May wheat was 
still considerably oversold here added to the 
bullishness felt. 

The warning held out to the shorts in May 
corn the other day, ifit did not alarm them, 
at any rate beldthem off from selling any 
more short, and little has deen done in that 
option ~e- & It was supposed farmers’ 
deliveries of corn would soon begin to 
increase, but there are no signs of 
a larger country movement as yet and 
receipts at this point continue small. The 
present price in St. Louis is too low toat- 
tract corn here, and bids of 47%c sent to 
the West to-day for No. 2corn by st. Louis 
buyers failed to purchase. An exporter 
started the ball to rolling in the local pit oy 
bidding uc for May corn without getting 
any, and later it sold at 37'sc. 

Some of the country holders of wheat are 
apparently tired o 
along any further, the fine crop prospects 
probably having a weakening effect upon 
those who had been hanging onto their old 
wheat in hopes something would develop to 
advance prices. The crop looks too well to 
allow that ‘‘something’’ to be a crop failure. 
This morning nearly 17,000 bu wheat receipts 
were posted for this market. Most of this 
wheat was in sacks. and most of the sacked 
wheat came by boats, and consequently was 
what is known as river wheat The 
steamer Benton Drought io 4,000 sks from the 
Missouri! River, and the Ferd Herold had 
1,159 sks from the lower Mississippi. 

It is estimated that the stocks of flour at 
New York amount to about 200,000 pkgs 
including about 78,000 pkgs spring wheat 
flour and 122,000 winter against 114,000 spring 
and 104,000 winter last month. Last year the 
total stock was reported about 106,000 pkgs. 

The Liverpool weekly cotton statement, 
issued to-day,is as follows: in store, 2 712,000 
baies; afloat, 78,000; total, 1,790,000, which 
American, 1 500, 000. The total stock last year 
was 1, 678, 000 bales. 

The reason why India is not sporting much 
wheat is because the price there is ec per Ib, 
while rice is 2c; consequently, it Is cheaper 
to keep wheat for home use and export the 
rice, says the New York report. 

N. K. Fairbanks makes the world’s steck 
of lard 128,594 tes, against 117,092 a month 
ago and 92,358 a year ago. 

The shipments of wheat from Australia 
were 4,672,000 bu since Jan 1, against 5,976,000 
bu for the corresponding time last year.
